The  past  year  saw  the  beginning  of  a  transportation  service  giving 
every  pupil,  within  the  borders  of  the  town  an  equal  opportunity  as 
far  as  transportation  to  high  and  trade  schools  are  concerned.  Free 
transportation  was  furnished  to  pupils  attending  Gilbert,  Torrington 
and  the  State  Trade  School.  New  Hartford  parents  can  now  credit 
their  TOWN  School  Committeee  with  providing,  as  good  if  not  better, 
transportation  service  than  is  provided  in  other  towns  of  its  size  and 
population   in  the    State. 

Electric  lights  were  installed  in  the  North  End  building.  The 
building  has  also  been  redecorated.  The  work  of  renovating  the  Bakers- 
ville school,  which  has  been  in  progress  for  the  last  two  years,  has  been 
completed. 

The  pupils  of  the  North  End  School  secured  a  radio  set  and  will 
be  equipped  to  receive  the  programs  to  be  broadcast  for  the  benefit  of 
school  children  during  the  coming  year.  The  pupils  earned  the  set  by 
giving  a  ministrel  show  in  the  town  hall. 

The  resignation  of  Mrs.  Emilie  Thomas  was  received  with  regret. 
Mrs.  Thomas  has  rendered  a  type  of  service  which  will  be  remembered. 
Mrs.  Jennie  Moran  assumes  the  duties  of  principal.  Mrs.  Moran  has 
had  fourteen  years  of  experience  and  has  had  the  further  advantage 
of  having  taught  in  the  North  End  School  during  the  past  year.  The 
principalship  is  in  the  hands  of  a  very  capable  woman.  Mrs.  Amelia 
O'Connell,  a  former  New  Hartford  teacher,  succeeds  Mrs.  Jennie  Bow- 
man, another  one  of  our  good  teachers  whose  resignation  was  re- 
luctantly accepted.  The  other  new  teachers  are  Miss  Mary  Harhan 
and  Miss  Helen  Donahue  for  the  center  and  Miss  Louise  Cunningham 
for  Bakersville. 

For  some  years,  the  records  show  ten  to  twelve  pupils  completing 
the  eight  grade  in  the  town  of  New  Hartford.  The  town  has  stood  far 
down  in  the  list  when  rated  as  to  the  number  of  pupils  registered  in 
high  school  in  proportionto  the  population.  It  is  significant  that  there 
are  to  be  no  less  than  thirty  pupils  registered  in  grade  eight  for  the 
year  ahead.  Increase  in  population  does  not  account  for  this.  The 
enumeration  returns  show  little  variation  for  the  last  five  years.     One 

33 


real  factor  is  the  determination  of  the  pupils  to  complete  the  elementary 
school  course  instead  of  dropping  out  at  the  end  of  grade  six  as  in 
former  years. 

A  parent-teacher  association  was  formed  during  the  spring  term. 
Similar  associations  have  done  splendid  things  for  the  schools  where 
they  have  operated.  Your  supervisor  wishes  to  heartlily  endorse  the 
Conning  of  such  a  worthy  organization. 

Your  supervisor  wishes  to  thank  the  Town  School  Committee  for 
support  received  and  liherty  granted  to  work  in  the  interest  of  better 
schools  during  the  past  year.

HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT 
To  the  Town  of  New  Hartford: 

As  Health  Officer  of  the  Town  of  New  Hartford,  I  would  respect- 
fully submit  the  following  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September 
1,  1926: 

There  were  few  infectious  and  contagious  diseases,  excepting  mea- 
sles, which  prevailed  throughout  this  section  of  the  state  during  the 
early  Spring  months. 

Following  are  the  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  reported  to  me 
during  the  year  1925-26:  Measles,  61  cases;  scarlet  fever,  5  cases;  lobar 
pneumonia,  3  cases;  German  measles,  1  cases;  gonorrhoea,  2  cases; 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  2  cases;  whooping  cough,  4  cases;  chickenpox, 
5  cases. 

There  were  two  deaths  from  infectious  diseases  the  past  year,  both 
from  lobar  pneumonia. 

Quarantine,  fumigation  and  disinfection  were  observed  in  infectious 
ses. 

The  water  supply  of  all  schools  was  examined  in  the  State  Labo- 
ratory with  satisfactory  results.  The  schoolhouses  have  been  cleaned 
and  renovated  during  the  vacation  months. 

The  ice  supply  is  satisfactory. 

The  system  of  sewerage  and  garbage  disposal  is  not  satisfactory.

BUILDINGS 

The  completion  of  the  work  at  the  Merrills  School  marks  the  close 
of  a  building  improvement  program  which  has  been  carried  out  by  the 
school  committee  over  a  period  of  years.  The  committee  is  now  ready 
to  exhibit  live'  school  buildings  all  of  which  have  been  painted  as  to 
exterior  and  interior.  One  has  been  converted  from  a  one  to  a  two- 
room  school.    All  are  in  a  state  of  excellent  repair  at  the  present  time. 

SUGGESTED  IMPROVEMENT  PROGRAM  FOR  NEXT  YEAR 

While  these  improvements  to  buildings,  many  of  them  costing  con- 
siderable sums,  has  been  in  progress  only  maintenance  quantities  of 
educative  material  has  been  requisitioned  by  the  supervisor.  Your 
supervisor  intends  to  make  a  detailed  inventory  of  books  and  materials 
in  the  schools  and  present  his  findings  to  the  committee  at  an  early 
date.  The  committee  will  also  be  presented  with  a  suggested  program 
of  improvement,  together  with  estimated  costs,  which,  if  followed,  will 
enable  the  committee  to  say  that  not  only  are  the  five  school  buildings 
in  the  town  of  New  Hartford  in  excellent  condition  but  that  they  con- 
tain all  the  educative  materials  supposed  to  be  found  in  the  modern 
schools. 

While  this  report  contains  but  the  one  suggestion,  briefly  stated,  if 
carried  out  in  the  same  spirit  and  with  the  same  thoroughness  as  has 
been  the  case  with  the  building  improvements  program  it  will  mean 
much  to  the  boys  and  girls  who  are  going  to  attend  New  Hartford 
schools  in  the  years  just  ahead.

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HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT 

To  the  Town  of  New    Hartford: 

As  Health  Officer  of  the  Town  of  New  Hartford,  I  would  respect- 
fully submit  the  following  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Sept.  1, 
1927: 

The  number  of  infectious  and  contagious  diseases  was  moderate 
although  a  mild  epidemic  of  whooping  cough  was  present  during  the 
past  winter  months. 

The  water  supply  has  been  improved.  The  ice  supply  is  satisfac- 
tory although  the  present  disposal  of  sewage  and  garbage  is  not. 

Following  are  the  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  reported  to  me 
for  the  fiscal  year  just  closed:  Whooping  Cough,  35  cases;  Lobar  Pneu- 
monia, 8  cases;  Scarlet  Fever,  1  case;  Mumps,  2  cases;  Diphtheria,  3 
cases;   Gonorrhea,  3  cases;   Chickenpox,  10  cases. 

There  were  four  deaths  from  infectious  diseases,  viz:  Lobar  Pneu- 
monia 2,  Diphtheria  1,  Gonorrheal  Aphthalinitis  1.
